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GOVERNMENT INSURANCE.

If a soldier or sailor is killed, and
he has a wife and children, the
Government will provide compensa
tion for tho wife, so long as she re
mains unmarried, and support for
the children until they (become eigh-
teen years of age. These payments
range from $25 for a widow alone
to $57.50 for a widow and four
children. If tho man Is totally dis-
abled the Government will make a
fixed monthly payment to him rang-
ing from $30 a month, if he Is mar-
ried, to $75 a month it he has a
wife and three or more children.
Should he ho so helpless as to re-qu-

a nurse or attendant he will
he given up to $20 additional.
Should ho lose both feet, (both hands
or both eyes, or be permanently
bedridden, he will be paid $100 a
month, whether-h- e Is a Ibaohelor or
married.'

EXEMPTED.

According to a decision ren-
dered by the Commissioner General
of Internal Revenue admissions to
entertainments the proceeds of
which are devoted to religious or
charltablo purposes are exempt from
taxation under the war revenue act.

BORE ALOFT RED CROSS FLAG.

Ono , of the most Important
figures in the history of missionary
effort in tho United States is tho
saintly Bishop Baraga, who sacri-
ficed a .brilliant (future in Austria
in order to devote himself to the
conversion of iii& Indians in the
forest wilds of Michigan. Of late
much has been written of tho origin
and history of tho "Red Cross," and
Catholic writers have pointed out
the fact that as early' as the six-
teenth century St. Camlllus of
Loll is attached a red cross to tho
garb of the members of his com-
munity, who were engaged in caring
for the sick and infirm. No men-
tion, however, has hitherto been
mado of tho fact that Bishop
Baragii, when ho plunged into the
wilderness in 1830, ibore aloft a
banner which must havo been, quite
similar to that of tho Red Cross of
today. Wo are indebted for in-
formation concerning this fact to
tho first Bishop and Archbishop of
Milwaukee, Msgr. J. M. Henni, who
writes in his treatise, "A Glance
Into tho Ohio Valley:" "This exce-
llent missionary hastens from forest
to forest, from lake to lake, hearing
in his hand a white flag with a red
cross, to announco his arrival 'as
tho servant of the crucified God.' "
In this manner this distinguished
mislonary bore tho banner of tho
Red Cross to a race of people who,
generally speaking, havo received
but littlo benefit or kindness from
tho white man. And that thirty
years bofore tho introduction of the
Red Cross by the Geneva Confer-
ence. It seems strango indeed that
tho Rod Cross should claim ex-
clusive right to this symbol, in view
of tho many proofs of its uso in
tho church as a symbol of a spirit
of faith-inspir- ed sacrifice.
